(Effective date of award— 20th March 1969). 

On the 20th March 1939, when the Bombay Mail steamed 
ou? o Chakradha n .ur Railway Station, Shri ^roU the 
driver of the train suddenly noticed some loaded wag^ 
t i,p tract near the outer signal. Ho Immediately 
applied tfie brakes and succeeded in considerably reducing 
the impact of the collision, with the ie9 , ul ‘ , th d at y Qul ^ 
bogies were derailed. By his pr«ence of mbld and quick 
ardon he saved many lives but sacrificed his own as he 
aurcumhed to the injuries which he received as a result of 
the impact. In remaining at his post when he could quite 
easily have lumped off his engine and saved himself, Shri 
Carroll displayed courage and devotion to duty of a e y 
high order. 

2. No. 3757 Shri 1MTI SUBONG AO, 

Viliage Guard, Mobongchukit. 

(Effective date of award— 1th October 1900). 

On the night of the 7/8th October, 1960 about 100 
hostile, armed with Light Machine Guns 

and Rifles made a surprise attack on a Village Guard Post 
from three directions. The Village Guards immediately took 
Srion^d returned the fire but the situation roonbecame 
critical and the hostile, called on them to surrender. Shn 
Imti Subong Ao, who had had only a few months service a« a 
Village Guard refused to surrender and challenged the 
hostile, to come inside the camp perimeter. When they 
attempted to do so, they were driven back with fire 
Meanwhile Shri Imti Subong Ao with great presence of mind 
organised safe evacuation of women and children near the 
camp perimeter. At this stage the hostile, made a second 
attempt to over-run the camp and set fire to the bashas. The 
spreading of the fire was effectively prevented by Shri Imti 
Subong Ao who encouraged the Village Guards to face the 
situation with courage until reinforcement, arrived. 

But for the presence of mind, leadership and courage 
displayed by Shri Imti Subong Ao, the Village Guard Post 
might have fallen to the hostiles and many valuable lives 
would have been lost. 

No 35-Pres /61,-The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the' ASHOKA CHAKRA, Class III, to the under- 
mentioned personnel fox gallantry: 

1. No, 61387 Naik NANDA BAHADUR SAHI, 

6 Bn. The Assam Rifles. 

( Effective date of award— 1th October i960). 

Naik Nanda Bahadur Sahi was detailed as an instiuctor 
to train Village Guards and also to give a refresher course 
to more senior Village Guards. On the 7th/8th October, 
1900 about 100 hostiles armed with small arms mad' a 
surprise attack on a Village Guard Post from three directions 
Naik Nanda Bahadur Sahi moved from Post to Post 
encouraging and instructing the Village Guards. When the 
hostiles set fire to the bashas around the camp, he led some 
of the Village Guards to dismantle them. His small party 
came under heavy fire and one of his Village Guards was 
severely wounded in the chest. With complete disregard for 
his personal safety, he immediately rushed to his fallen 
comrade’s assistance and succeeded in evacuating him to a 
safer place despite concentrated hostile fire against him. 

Naik Nanda Bahadur Sabi's presence of mind, determination, 
courage and devotion to duty was of a high order and his 
prompt action in the face of heavy odds saved the post. 

2. No. 16027 Lance Naik D1LE RAI, 

1 Bn, The Assam Rifles, 


The Commander of the Assam Rifles at Silchai accompanied! 
by Lance Naik Dile Ral went round the town to study the 
situation. On reaching the Dak Bungalow they found that 
a violent mob armed with knives, daggers and clubs, went 
in the process of breaking down the doors and windows of 
the Dak Bungalow in which a section of the local population 
had sought refuge. Undaunted by the violent mob, Lance 
Naik Dile Rai drew his "Kukri" and threatened the crowd 
with severe consequences if they did not disperse. This had- 
its effect and the crowd soon dispersed. 

Lance Naik Dile Rai by his presence of mind, initiative 
and cool courage averted what might otherwise have developed 
into a very ugly incident.
